The protest was lodged with City 
Manager C. L. Longson by D. O. 
Mosses of Menlo Park, who said 
he was speaking as a taxpayer and 
citizen and that the union had no 
formal interest in the matter. 


“No notice of the job would have 
been taken if the job were being 
properly done,” Mosses said. “As it 
was, the painters obviously lacked 
experience on that particular type 
of job.” 


WRONG PAINT? 

He added that the paint being 
used did not appear to be the prop- 
er type. 

“If the city were to hire men 
trained for the work, they could 
get more painting done and with 
a saving of the taxpayers’ money,” 
he continued. “In fact, there are 
many local contractors who could 
benefit by having the job, and, at 
the same time, do it properly.” 

City Manager Longson replied 
that the paint being used on the 
electroliers was merely a first coat, 
and that a second coat would be 
added later.

A request made to the city council last week that ‘’pro- 
fessional buildings’ be permitted ‘in certain residential areas 
where “medical buildings’ already are allowed sounds fair 
and reasonable. Council saw merit in the proposal and sent 
it along to the planning commission for a report and recom- 
mendation, since council itself would have to make such a 
change in the zoning ordinance. 


As the ordinance now stands, medical buildings may be 
constructed in R-3 zones, in which multiple dwellings also 
are permissible. But professional buildings as now defined 
may be placed only in commercial zones, where property costs 
and therefore rentals are higher.
